REMARKS 

In the parent application, the Examiner required 
restriction to one of the following inventions: 

I. Claims 1-2, drawn to the adaptation of task 
templates into a customer specific general 
procurement and accounts payable application. 

II. Claims 3-35, drawn to a database of templates used 
to facilitate the coordination of tasks. 

Applicants elected in the parent application to 
prosecute claims 3-35 of Group II without prejudice, and 
this application is filed to prosecute claim 1-2 of Group 
II, and have added new claims 36-41. 



SUMMARY AND CONCLUSION 

Applicant urge that the above amendments be entered and 
the case passed to issue with claims 1-2, and 36-41. 

The Application is believed to be in condition for 
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allowance and such action by the Examiner is urged. Should 
the Examiner determine that one/more of the claims are not 
in condition for allowance, the Examiner is requested to
